"paid"  workday,  that  is. 

Leaving  her  office  at  the  end  of  the 
1989  calendar  year,  the  University's 
longest-tenured  Alumni  Secretary 
can  look  back  on  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Alumni  Association 
with  pride. 

Just  the  fact  that  you  are  reading 
this  magazine  means  that  your  life 
has  been  touched  b\'  Barbara 
Parrish. 

We  thank  you,  Barbara,  for  all  that 
you  ha\'e  meant  to  us. 


The  Barbara  Parrish  Era 


In  1955  Barbara  Parrish  packed 
her  belongings  and  moved  to 
Greensboro  for  the  third  time  in 
her  life.  Each  move  was  in  response 
to  a  call  from  her  alma  mater,  the 
Woman's  College. 

The  first  call  came  when  she  was  a 
high  school  student  in  Durham.   In 
the  fall  of  1944  Barbara  enrolled  at 
the  Woman's  College  as  a  freshman 
and  pursued  an  AB  degree  in 
English,  graduating  in  1948. 

The  second  call  came  in  1952,  after 
she  had  worked  four  years  as 
Assistant  to  the  Dean  of  Students  at 
Limestone  College  and  had  earned  a 
master's  degree  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. This  time  she  came  to  serve  as 
a  Resident  Counselor  in  Hinshaw 
Hall. 

Limestone  wooed  Barbara  back  to 
become  Dean  of  Students  the  next 
year,  but  in  1955  the  Woman's 
College  made  its  final  bid  for 
Barbara.  This  time  she  was  to  sen/e 
as  Alumnae  Secretary,  a  position 
she  would  hold  for  thirty-four  and 
one-half  years. 
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Speaking  of  Barbara  ...

Everlasting  President 
Class  of  1948 


The  Class  of  1948  was  one  of  the 
wartime  classes,  although  the  war 
ended  during  our  freshman  year. 
One  advantage  of  this  was  that  we 
had  several  retirees  from  service  on 
campus  as  dorm  counselors.  One  of 
the  most  outstanding  was  Kather- 
ine  Taylor  '28,  the  same  person 
destined  to  serve  later  as  dean. 
Miss  Taylor  was  counselor  in  Weil, 
one  of  the  new  dorms  at  that  time, 
one  highly  sought  by  students. 

Barbara  Parrish  was  House 
President  of  Weil  our  senior  year.  1 
didn't  live  there  and  so  didn't  work 
with  her,  but  I  know  she  was  a  verv 
fine  one.  She  worked  beautifully 
with  Miss  Taylor. 

A  frequent  sight  on  pretty  days 
was  Bobbie  —  Barbara  —  sitting 
out  back  sunning,  meaning  merely 
pulling  up  her  skirt  above  the 
knees.  We  did  not  appear  in  shorts 
or  bathing  suits  unless  we  were  at 
"Coney  Island,"  a  tennis  court 
suitably  sheltered  from  view. 
Anyway,  Bobbie  sat  outside  and 
sunned  while  working  on  studies 
or  house  activities,  getting  her 
topside  "fried"  while  having  the 
back  remain  un- 
scathed. 

It  was  our  class 
who  decided  that 
Who's  Who  in 
American     Col- 
leges and  Univer- 
sities had  become 
merely  commer- 
cial and  that  we  should  found  our 
own  honor  recognition  society. 
This  was  to  be  a  service  society 
composed  of  students  who  might 
not  have  been  recognized  by  other 
campus  groups  —  students  who 
perhaps  had  worked  quietly 
behind  the  scenes  to  make  WC  the 
top  school  we  knew  it  to  be.  We

aspired  to  future  affiliation  with  the 
national  honor  group  Mortarboard. 
After  many  head-knocking  sessions, 
agonizing  over  who  would  be  the 
first  new  members,  we  had  the  bare 
bones  of  an  organization  which  by 
student  legislation  supplanted 
Who's  Who.  The  first  link  of  the 
Golden  Chain  had  been  forged.  (We 
didn't  know  at  the  time  that  State 
College  already  had  an  honor 
society  of  the  same  name.)  The 
initial  group  came  from  those 
named  to  Who's  Who  during  their 
junior  year.  Bobbie  Parrish  was  in 
this  group.  Our  class  didn't  have  the 
time  to  draw  up  a  constitution,  but 
at  least  the  organization  was  begun. 
The  links  of  the  chain  are  numerous 
now,  and  we  are  proud  that  we  had 
the  foresight  to  break  tradition  and 
begin  this  organization. 

I  really  got  to  know  Bobbie  in 
alumni  years  when  we  would  come 
back  for  reunions. 
As  Class  Presi- 
dent 1  worked 
with  her  on  all 
arrangements  and 
found  that  she 
always  had  good 
plans  with  rela- 
tively little  left  for 
me  to  do.  Bobbie  managed  to  join 
our  class,  but  it  was  always  at  the 
last  minute,  because  she  had  so 
many  details  to  attend  to  for  reunion 
weekend. 

She  made  reunion  especially  fun 
by  asking  a  group  out  to  her  house 
where  we  could  let  down  our  hair 
and  learn  all  about  campus  activities 


going  on  at  present. 

Our  class  has  always  been  quite 
proud  of  the  fact  that  our  Alumni 
Director  was  one  of  us.  To  show 
her  our  appreciation,  we  arranged, 
with  Brenda  Meadows  Cooper's 
help,  to  gather  funds  to  present  her 
a  gift  of  appreciation  in  1983  at  our 
35th  reunion.  It  was  so  very  nice  to 
be  able  to  surprise  her  for  once. 

Can  reunions  possibly  be  the 
same  without  Barbara  being  there 
to  lead  us?

Barbara  Parrish  is  the  most 
caring  person  on  our  campus.

Someone  may  take  Barbara's 
job,  but  no  one  will  take  her 
place. 
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Barbara's  First  Year 
as  Alumnae  Secretary 

"There  is  no  more  wonderful 
group  anywhere  to  work  with 
than  the  Alumnae  of  Woman's  Col- 
lege," wrote  Betty  Brown  Jester  '31 
to  her  successor  in  May  1 955,  "and  I 
do  hope  you  will  find  as  much  real 
satisfaction  in  it  as  I  have."  Mrs. 
Jester  had  served  as  Alumnae 
Secretary  for  eight  years. 

Barbara  replied,  "I'm  very  excited 
about  coming  back  to  Woman's 
College  —  but  mighty  awed  by  the 
shoes  I'll  have  to  fill." 

Those  shoes  turned  out  to  be 
bigger  than  Barbara  anticipated. 
It  couldn't  have  been  an  easy  first 
year.  Barbara  had  her  hands  full 
serving  nearly  23,000  alumnae  with 
forty-three  in-state  and  ten  out-of- 
state  alumnae  chapters,  shouldering 
alumni  fund  raising  responsibility, 
editing  the  quarterly  Alumnae  News, 
and  managing  the  Alumnae  House. 
Alumnae  President  Emily  Harris 
Preyer  '39  took  office  just  as 
Barbara  began  her  work,  and 
together  they  learned  the  ins  and 
outs  of  the  Alumnae  Association. 

Outside  the  doors  of  the 
Alumnae  House  there  was  consider- 
able trouble  brewing  on  the 
Woman's  College  campus.  The 
trouble  cut  deeply  enough  that  in 
May  1956.  Chancellor  Edward 
Kidder  Graham  announced  his 
intention  to  resign.  In  his  letter  to 
William  Friday,  Acting  President 
of  the  Consolidated  University,  he 
wrote, "...  a  change  in  administration 
is  clearly  necessary  as  a  first  step 
toward  achieving  a  degree  of 
campus  unity  and  confidence  which 
is  essential  for  the  college  to  move 
ahead." 

It  was  a  time  of  instability.  But  in 
the  midst  of  it  all,  Barbara  carried 
forth,  making  her  alumnae,  not  the 
campus,  the  center  of  her  attention. 
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Speaking  of  Barbara  ...

Commencement  is  a  major  event 
for  the  Alumni  Office,  and  it  was 
Commencement  1955  that  Barbara 
Parrish  returned  to  her  alma  mater 
as  Alumni  Secretary-elect.  The 
timing  was  right.  Those  of  us  who 
would  be  working  with  her  paid 
close  attention. 

We  soon  discovered  that 
Barbara  was  an  excellent  choice  for 
her  new  work.  She  brought  her 
own  unique  and  creative  style.  She 
had  little  tolerance  for  small  talk, 
and  she  had  absolutely  no  patience 
for  mediocrity. 

Barbara  set  demanding  stan- 
dards for  herself  and  for  the 
operation  of  the  Alumni  Office.  No 
detail  could  be  left  unattended. 
Perfection  was  sought  in  every 
effort.  These  traits  served  the 
Association  well. 

It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  the 
work  of  Barbara  and  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  There  are  so  many 
intangibles  in  the  work  Barbara  has 
done,  both  on  and  off  campus.  She 
served  many  chancellors  in  carry- 
ing out  the  mission  of  the  Univer- 
sity. And  the  work  of  the  Alumni 
Association  shifted  focus  as  needs 
arose. 

Barbara  inte- 
grated the  Alumni 
Association  into 
the  total  hfe  of  the 
university  com- 
munity. She  aided 
the  faculty  in  ev- 
ery possible  way. 
She  provided  gracious  hospitality  for 
university  guests.  Visitors  often 
praised  the  "royal  treatment"  they 
received  in  the  Alumni  House.  Bar- 
bara gave  guest  rooms  personal  in- 
spection and  provided  added

touches,  such  as  placing  fruit  or 
flowers  in  the  guest  quarters. 

Alumni  were  involved  with 
countless  activities  for  their  Univer- 
sity. Alumni  recruitment  efforts 
brought  outstanding  students  to 
Greensboro.  Alumni  chapters  held 
local  receptions  to  acquaint  pro- 
spective students  and  their  parents 
with  the  unsurpassed  advantages  of 
attending  UNCG. 

Barbara  valued  the  quality  of  life 
that  was  provided  for  students.  This 
concern  led  her  to  involve  students 
in  Alumni  Affairs,  to  develop 
programs  to  serve  their  needs,  and 
to  enhance  their  educational  exper- 
iences. The  Alumni  House  served  as 
the  hospitality  center.  Barbara 
oversaw  events  such  as  receptions 
for  new  students;  hospitality  during 
exams;  departmental  receptions  for 
special  events;  gatherings  of  stu- 
dents from  various  towns,  counties, 
and  regions;  parties  for  daughters 
and  granddaughters  of  alumni; 
Senior  Day  Open  House;  and  many 
others. 

High  priority  was  given  to 
financial  aid  for  students.  Alumni 
gave  to  establish  scholarships  and 
loan  funds.  The  Alumni  Office 
provided  leadership  for  such 
programs. 

The  strong  loyalty  and  devotion 
of  alumni  to  UNCG  enabled  the 
Alumni  Secretary  to  develop  active 
alumni  chapters 
in  the  state  and 
across  the  nation. 
Barbara  worked 
with  Alumni 
Presidents  and 
Boards  to  pro- 
vide grassroots 
support  for 
UNCG.  She  carried  chancellors, 
deans,  department  heads,  faculty 
members,  and  students  to  speak  to 
alumni  to  ensure  that  they  kept  up 
with  their  school.  These  contacts 
provided  support  for  the  institution 


when  it  became  a  university  and 
when  we  changed  from  annual 
dues  to  Alumni  Annual  Giving. 
Alumni  were  informed  and  pre- 
pared to  lead  their  classes  and  local 
alumni  to  respond  to  the  call  for 
increased  financial  support  to 
UNCG. 

When  Prospectus  III,  our  first 
major  capital  gifts  campaign,  was 
planned,  Barbara  spent  days  and 
nights  meticulously  seeking  infor- 
mation on  possible  donors.  Again, 
the  Alumni  Office  responded  to  the 
call  of  the  University.  Barbara 
personally  garnered  alumni  to  seek 
and  secure  state  legislative  support 
for  UNCG. 

In  Barbara's  own  c^uiet,  selfless 
way,  she  extended  friendship  to 
alumni,  faculty,  and  friends  of  the 
University.  In  the  evenings,  when 
others  were  with  their  families,  she 
was  in  the  office  doing  what  she 
loved  best  —  working  for  UNCG. 

She  stayed  in  touch  with  her 
extended  family  by  writing  con- 
gratulatory or  sympathy  notes  in 
the  name  of  the  University.  While 
Barbara  has  no  family  of  her  own, 
she  has  more  children  and  parents 
who  love  and  appreciate  her  than 
anyone  I  know. 

In  1959,  when  I  told  Barbara  that 
Willard  and  I  were  expecting  our 
third  child  in  the  latter  part  of  May, 
she  said,  "You  know  it  cannot 
come  at  Commencement.  It  simply 
cannot.  There  is  no  way  the  Alum- 
nae Office  can  have  a  baby  at 
Commencement."  She  must  have 
decided  that  some  terrible  mistake 
had  taken  place  in  calculating 
dates,  so  she  was  patient  with  me.  I 
worked  until  a  few  days  before  the 
birth.  Our  only  son,  Willard  Dean 
Jr.,  arrived  at  exactly  the  moment 
Alumni  Activities  began  on  May 
29.  Barbara  and  I  survived,  and  for 
thirty  years  she  and  the  young  man 
have  had  special  bonds.  And  he 
graduated  from  UNCG. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to 


attend  UNCG  and  to  work  there  for 
forty-four  years.  It  is  the  best  of  all 
places  to  be.  For  nearly  100  years 
this  institution  has  not  enjoyed  as 
many  advantages  that  others 
within  the  University  System  have. 
Yet,  it  is  the  greatest  of  them  all.  In 
the  early  days  her  daughters 
became  mothers,  teachers,  and 
civic,  educational,  cultural,  and 
political  leaders.  They  produced 
educated  sons  and  daughters.  Their 
influence  kept  alive  Dr.  Charles 
Duncan  Mclver's  dream. 

The  Alumni  Association  was 
created  as  part  of  the  body  of  the 
University.  It  exists  only  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  whole.  Caring  families 
and  great  institutions  help  their 
own.  Just  as  corporations  take 
pride  in  their  products,  institutions 
take  pride  in  theirs  —  the  alumni. 

This  is  the  organization  and 
these  are  the  people  Barbara 
Parrish  has  spent  her  life  serving. 
Thank  you,  Barbara.

Barbara  Parrish  made  a  signifi- 
cant contribution  to  the  campus  life 
at  UNCG  and  to  the  thousands  of 
alumni  across  the  land. 

Barbara  and  I  had  been  res- 
idence hall  counselors  at  Woman's 
College  for  a  year  before  she  be- 
came Dean  of  Students  at  Lime- 
stone College.  Then,  in  1955, 1 
served  on  the  Alumnae  Search 
Committee  which  brought  Barbara 
back  to  our  campus  as  Alumnae 
Secretary.  Realizing  her  many 
talents  and  fine  qualities  when  the 
position  opened,  I  felt  that  she 
would  be  the  key  person  for  the 
job.  Yes,  I  have  been  very  proud  of 
our  Alumnae  Secretary  through  the 
years.  The  Committee  made  the 
right  choice. 

I  later  served  as  President  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  in  1960-61. 
They  were  exciting  years.  Most 
memorable  was  the  awarding  of 
the  first  Alumnae  Service  Award  to 
Laura  Weill  Cone  '10  as  her  class 
celebrated  its  50th  reunion. 

Thank  you,  Barbara,  for  your 
many  untiring  hours  at  the  Alumni 
House.  And  welcome  to  the  ranks 
of  "recycled"  alumnae. 
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Barbara  as  Alumnae  News  Editor 

Barbara's  degree  in  English  from 
the  Woman's  College  served  her 
well  in  her  role  as  editor  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's quarterly  journal,  Alumnae 
News.  Her  name  appears  on  the 
masthead  of  twenty-eight  issues  of 
the  magazine,  from  October  1955 
until  October  1963. 

As  fine  as  these  issues  were,  it 
was  a  struggle  for  Barbara  to  sand- 
wich the  magazine  in  with  all  her 
other  alumnae  duties.   In  seven  of 
her  issues,  she  openly  apologizes 
for  the  magazines'  tardiness.  A 
calendar  replaced  the  magazines  of 
January  1958  and  January  1959. 
Other  issues  were  skipped  alto- 
gether. And  finally,  a  single  issue 
was  published  covering  the  year 
1962-63. 

These  difficulties  are  attributable 
not  to  Barbara's  ineptitude,  but 
rather  to  her  willingness  to  take 
extra  time  in  communicating  with 
alumnae  face-to-face  rather  than 
impersonally  in  print. 

No  doubt  Barbara  was  relieved  in 
1963  when  the  Alumnae  Association 
formed  an  Editorial  Board  and  hired 
a  part-time  editor.  Miss  Vera 
Largent,  retired  member  of  the 
Woman's  College  History  Depart- 
ment, agreed  to  take  the  pen  for  a 
year.  She  ably  published  Alumnae 
News  until  the  hiring  of  Trudy 
Walton  Atkins  '63  MFA  in  1964. 
Trudy  served  for  eighteen  years, 
until  the  present  editor  came  on 
board  in  1982. 
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Judy  Bnyrett  '42  (left)  bestowed  the 
first  Alumnae  Seri'ice  Award  to 
Laura  Weill  Cone  '10  hi  1960. 

Alumnae  Service  Award 

By  the  late  1950s  the  Alumnae 
Association  wished  to  recognize  its 
own.  The  Board  appointed  an 
Alumnae  Service  Award  Committee 
with  Cora  Stegall  Rice  '45  of  Raleigh 
its  first  chair.  "The  Alumnae  Service 
Award,"  alumnae  were  told,  "is  to  be 
presented  to  alumnae  of  the 
Woman's  College  who  by  their 
unselfish  and  faithful  service  have 
made  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  advancement  of  the  College." 

At  the  1 960  Commencement 
Meeting  Alumnae  President  Judy 
Barrett  '42  bestowed  the  Associa- 
tion's first  Alumnae  Service  Award: 

Honor  graduate  of  this  College, 
everlasting  president  of  her  class, 
author  of  "The  College  Song," 
leader  in  the  civic,  cultural, 
religious,  and  business  life  in  her 
community  and  state,  devoted 
friend  of  education,  and  loyal 
benefactor  of  the  Woman's 
College;  Laura  Weill  Cone,  Class 
of  1910,  to  you  the  first  Alumnae 
Service  Award  is  gratefully 
offered  on  the  occasion  of  your 
class's  fiftieth  reunion. 

By  1965  the  Alumni  Association 
Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  expand 
the  Alumni  Service  Award  to 
recognize  alumni  for  service  beyond 
the  University.  Henceforth,  candi- 


dates would  be  considered  for  their 
"significant  contributions  to  the 
liberal  arts  ideal  in  service  to  the 
University  at  Greensboro,  to  the 
Greater  University,  or  to  the  nation, 
state,  or  local  community."  Awards 
would  only  be  presented  to  alumni, 
and  the  privilege  of  citing  up  to  five- 
recipients  in  a  given  year  would  now 
be  possible. 

Another  change  occurred  in 
1 985  when  the  Alumni  Association 
Board  of  Trustees  amended  the 
name  of  the  award  to  the  Alumni 
Distinguished  Service  Award  to 
better  emphasize  exemplary  work. 

Alumnae  Scholars  Program 

It  was  a  program  based  on 
FAITH.  (Always  in  print  back  then 
the  word  FAITH  was  capitalized.) 
Through  a  special  insert  in  the 
Winter  1962  edition  of  the  maga- 
zine, alumnae  were  told  that "...  with 
$2,000  in  hand  from  the  1961 
[Alumnae]  Fund  and  with  a  super- 
abundance of  FAITH  in  the  fact  that 
the  Fund  will  increase  next  year ... 
and  the  next ...  and  the  next,  we  are 
inaugurating  the  Alumnae  Scholars 
Program." 

Selection  of  the  scholars  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  new 
Alumnae  Scholars  Committee 
chaired  by  Jane  Harris  Armfield  '60. 
The  first  four  freshmen  were  chosen 
from  125  applicants,  and  their 
selection  was  announced  at  the 
Association's  1962  Commencement 
Meeting:  Mary  Ellen  Guffy  of 
Nonwood,  Barbara  Logan  of 
Mooresboro,  Carolyn  Parfitt  of 
Durham,  and  Joan  Sharp  of  Fay- 
etteville. 

Each  freshman  was  awarded  a 
$500  renewable  scholarship,  and 
four  freshmen  were  to  be  added  in 
each  of  the  next  three  years, 
bringing  the  total  to  sixteen 
scholars. 

Today,  the  Alumni  Scholars 
Program  is  a  part  of  the  University's 
prestigious  Competitive  Scholars 
Program.  Eighteen  students  hold 
Alumni  Scholarships  with  stipends 
up  to  $2,500  annually. 


Speaking  of  Barbara  ... 

Adelaide  Fortune  Holderness  '34 
President  of  tlie  Alumnae 
Association  1962-63 

The  years  of  1962-63  were  turbu- 
lent, but  exciting  years  indeed.  As  I 
look  back  over  the  events  that  took 
place  during  this  period,  I  wonder 
how  we  survived  and  how  Barbara 
kept  her  sanity,  her  unfailing 
thoughtfulness,  her  concern  for  the 
Association,  for  the  College,  and 
her  friendship  with  me. 

At  our  first  Board  meeting,  the 
first  four  scholars  in  our  Alumnae 
Scholars  program  were  announced 
by  Jane  Harris  Armfield  '60,  chair 
of  our  Scholar  Selection  Commit- 
tee. What  a  great  day  it  was  that  a 
long-cherished  dream  could  be 
fulfilled  by  our  Association.  And  — 
there  was  Barbara,  always  in  the 
background,  but  one  of  her  chal- 
lenges had  been  met. 

A  House  Committee  Chair,  Inez 
Swan  Hargrove  '28,  appointed  an 
as  yet  unorganized  committee  to 
maintain,  to  refurbish,  and  to 
enhance  the  beautv  and  the  utiliza- 


tion of  our  lovely  place.  There  is  a 
long  list  of  our  purchases  and  gifts 
in  the  minutes  of  that  time.  On  a 
shoestring  and  with  the  generosity 
of  Otto  Zenke,  we  were  able  to 
redecorate  the  Pecky  Cypress 
Room;  recover  and  clean  furniture 
throughout  the  house;  purchase 
much  needed  lamps  and  accesso- 
ries; replace  the  bed  and  table 
linens  and  towels;  and  acquire  a 
silver  candelabra!  And  —  there 
was  Barbara  —  ever  the  quiet, 
caring  hostess  of  the  College  to 
alumnae,  students,  faculty,  towns- 
people, and  guests. 

Undergraduate  relations  were 
uppermost  in  our  minds  as  this 
Committee  worked  hard  to  make 
the  students  active  alumnae  in  the 
future.  The  Seniors  were  enter- 
tained, as  were  the  new  Junior 
advisors,  the  Junior  House  Presi- 
dents, the  Student  Government 
officers,  and  the  daughters  of 
alumnae  who  made  the  first 
semester  Honor  Roll.  And  —  there 
was  Barbara  —  with  her  love  for 
the  students  evident  in  all  she  did. 
These  were  the  years  that  the

Alumnae  Annual  Giving  Council 
was  formed  with  alumnae  ap- 
pointed to  make  policies  for  the 
program.  This  was  our  greatest 
challenge.  And  —  Barbara  was 
instrumental  in  getting  our  by-laws 
changed. 

By  December  1962,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  passed  a  resolution 
regarding  the  maintenance  of 
University  status  with  all  its 
complications  and  over  very  active 
opposition  from  many  of  our 
members.  It  was  a  fateful  day  in 
the  life  of  the  Association.  Co- 
education was  an  anathema  to  a 
great  many  of  our  alumnae.  But  — 
there  was  Barbara  willing  to  help 
make  a  mandate  work. 

In  those  years  our  first  Edit- 
orial Board  was  established  with 
Miss  Vera  Largent,  one  of  the  most 
highly  respected  faculty  members, 
serving  as  a  half-time  editor  and 
Elizabeth  "Bibby"  Yates  King  '36 
serving  as  its  first  chair.  How 
proud  we  were  of  this  group.  And 
—  Barbara  was  there  going  about 
giving  her  good  advice. 

Nancy  White  '46,  our  alumna 
and  first  and  only  Woman's 
College  PhD,  was  recognized  by 
the  Association.  And  —  Barbara 
gave  her  a  gold  tassel  from  a 
delighted  group  of  women. 

As  the  two  years  drew  to  a 
close,  thoughts  were  turned  to 
some  way  we  could  eradicate  the 
weed-covered  section  outside 
Barbara's  window;  so  our  Secretar- 
ies' Garden  was  planned  by 
Charles  O.  Bell.  Amid  the  turbu- 
lence, the  changes,  the  growth,  and 
a  new  vision  for  our  alma  mater, 
the  garden  was  there  as  a  testi- 
mony to  Anna  Kreiger,  Miss  Byrd, 
Betty  Jester,  and  to  our  Barbara  — 
who  called  me  her  gadfly  —  but 
her  thoughtfulness,  her  kindness, 
her  concern  for  us  all  has  never 
ceased.  She  is  in  word  and  deed  ... 
a  friend! 
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Fund  Raising  and 
Friend  Raising 

Until  the  Annual  Giving  Program 
was  established  in  1962,  the 
Alumnae  Association  solicited  funds 
for  its  own  Alumnae  Fund. 

Barbara  may  have  been  disap- 
pointed her  first  year  as  Alumnae 
Secretary  because  alumnae  giving 
fell  short  of  the  goal,  $17,372.75,  set 
for  1955.  Only  $13,286.05  was 
collected  from  2,696  alumnae,  and 
the  average  gift  was  a  mere  $4.92. 

But  clever  campaigns  launched 
successful  fund  raising  efforts  in  the 
next  few  years.  In  1 956,  the 
Alumnae  Train  Special  called  all 
alumnae  to  come  aboard.  In  1957, 
alumnae  received  sunflower  seeds 
in  the  mail  with  the  giving  appeal. 

As  ingenious  as  the  fund  cam- 
paigns were  —  and  they  were  no 
doubt  cooked  up  by  Barbara  herself 
—  the  appeals  from  the  Alumnae 
Association  ceased  when  a  full- 
fledged  development  program  was 
established  for  the  University. 

In  1962  Mr.  George  Hamer  was 
hired  by  the  College  in  a  newly 
created  position,  Director  of  Devel- 
opment. His  role  was  "to  be 
concerned  with  all  aspects  of  fund 
raising,  promotion,  and  develop- 
ment. He  will  coordinate  all  campus 
news  and  publication  efforts  as  well 
as  all  fund  raising  endeavors."  Con- 
tributions from  alumnae  and  others 
were  then  channeled  through  the 
Office  of  Development. 

Revisions  of  the  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation's Bylaws  were  then  made 
that  would  launch  the  Alumnae 
Annual  Giving  Program  with  an 
Annual  Giving  Council  to  steer  the 
expenditure  of  funds  received.  In  its 
first  year,  the  program  raised 
$32,081 .84,  compared  to  just  over 
$13,000  the  year  before. 
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Alumni  Annual  Giving  Council 

On  July  1 5,  1 963,  at  1 0:30  am,  the 
Alumnae  Annual  Giving  Council  held 
its  first  yearly  meeting  in  the  confer- 
ence room  of  the  Administration  (now 
Foust)  Building.  Emily  Harris  Preyer 
'39  presided  over  the  group,  including 
six  alumnae  and  five  ex  officio  mem- 
bers; of  course,  Barbara  Parrish  was 
among  them. 

Because  of  the  success  of  the  prior 
year's  fund  raising,  the  Council  had  at 
its  discretion  several  thousand  dollars 
with  which  to  fund  special  alumnae 
projects. 

After  provisions  were  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  fund  raising  and  the  Alumni 
Association  operating  expenses,  the 
following  allotments  were  made: 

Alumnae  Scholars  Program:  $4,000 
with  a  reserve  of  $2,000,  making  it 
possible  to  increase  the  number  of 
Scholars  to  eight  for  the  second 
year  of  the  program. 

Alumnae  Distinguished  Professor- 
ship: $3,000. 


Alumnae  Teaching  Excellence 
Awards:  $1 ,000  (two  awards  at 
$500  each). 

A  Faculty  Fund  "to  assist  with  travel 
of  faculty  members  to  learned 
society  meetings":  [amount  unre- 
corded]. 

A  gift  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library: 
$1,000. 

Funds  to  establish  an  Alumni 
Lecture  Series:  $3,000. 

Funds  assigned  to  the  Alumnae 
Association's  Board  of  Trustees 
"to  be  used  as  they  see  fit  in 
helping  to  maintain  the  attractive 
ness  of  the  Alumnae  House": 
$1,500. 

Chancellor's  discretionary  funds: 
$1,278. 

And  these  funds  to  support  the 
editing  and  publishing  of  Alumnae 
News:  $1 ,600  to  hire  a  part-time 
editor,  $1 ,350  to  equip  an  office 
for  the  new  editor,  and  $650  to 
provide  typing  assistance. 


"It  was  with  much  pride  and 
pleasure,"  wrote  Emily  Harris 
Preyer.  "that  we  were  able  for  the 
first  time  to  allocate  to  the  University 
on  behalf  of  the  alumnae  sizable 
gifts  to  help  with  programs  and 
activities  not  covered  by  State 
appropriations." 

W.C.  to  UNCG 

In  1963  Barbara  solemnly 
penned:  "Today,  as  I  write  this,  is 
Thursday;  on  next  Monday,  before  I 
even  have  a  chance  to  proof-read 
this  type,  the  Woman's  College 
becomes  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Greensboro.  Only  on 
the  cover  [of  Alumnae  News] ... 
have  we  taken  note  of  the  name- 
change.   It  will  take  considerable 
time  and  determination  for  us  to 
switch  from  thinking  of  and  talking 
about  'the  College'  and  ■W.C  to 
thinking  of  and  talking  about  'The 
University'  and  'U.N.C.G.'" 

The  Alumnae  Association  was  a 
bit  slow  to  make  the  change.   In  the 
April  1964  edition  of  Alumnae  News, 
President  Jane  Linville  Joyner  '46 
wrote.  "You  will  note  that  we  are 
concurring  in  the  name-change  that 
has  taken  place  at  the  University 
and  are  recommending  that  the 
name  of  our  association  be  the 
Alumni  Association  of  The  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro, 
Inc." 

The  nameplate  for  the  magazine 
first  sported  its  new  title.  Alumni 
News,  with  the  July  1964  edition. 
But  in  the  Winter  1965  edition, 
Barbara  Parrish  penned  this 
statement: 

When  is  "-ae"  going  to  change  to 
"i"  in  the  Alumnae  House?  ... 
many  of  you  have  asked.  We 
hope  that  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  such  a  change  transpires. 
Since  the  alumnae  were  instru- 
mental in  the  building  of  the 
House,  it  is  felt  that  the  "-ae" 
should  be  retained  in  tribute  and 
appreciation.  So  ...  although  the 
Association  and  the  Office  and 


the  Secretary  are  prefixed  by 
Alumni,  the  House  remains  as  it 
has  from  the  beginning.  Alum- 
nae. Confusing?  Yes,  but  nice 
and  appropriate,  don't  you  think? 

However  a  photograph  of  the 
Alumni  House  (with  the  "i")  had 
appeared  in  print  by  1 975. 


Alumni  Teaching  Excellence 
Awards 

Allocations  from  the  Annual  Giving 
Program  in  1 963  brought  forth  the 
fulfillment  of  a  dream  long  held  by  the 
members  of  the  Alumni  Association: 
the  recognition  of  good  teaching. 
Dr.  Bruce  Eberhart  said  it  best  during 
the  presentation  of  the  first  Alumni 
Teaching  Excellence  Awards  in  1964: 

[The  Awards]  come  at  a  very  critical 
time  in  the  history  of ...  the  Univer- 
sity, with  a  certain  number  of  doubts 
and  uncertainties  from  various 
quarters  that  perhaps  good  teaching 
will  be  overlooked  and  underesti- 
mated with  the  new  university  role 
being  placed  upon  us.  Emphasis  on 
scholarship  in  instructors  was  felt  by 
some  to  be  a  danger  to  high 
teaching  quality.  When  an  "excel- 
lence of  teaching"  award  is  given  to 
a  professor  who  is  also  sincerely 
interested  in  research,  this  under- 
scores the  importance  of  both  these 
attributes  to  the  true  university 
professor.  Scholarship  is  not 
divorced  from  teaching,  nor  should 
it  be. 

The  first  Alumni  Teaching  Awards 
were  presented  to  Dr.  Laura  G. 
Anderton.  Associate  Professor  of 
Biology,  and  to  Dr.  J.  Donald  Jones, 
Instructor  in  Mathematics. 


Speaking  of  Barbara  ... 

Dr.  Laura  Anderton

Barbara  Parrish's  reputation  for 
loyalty  to  WCUNC  (now  UNCG) 
and  her  excellent  leadership 
reached  me  even  before  we  met. 
Barbara  was  the  House  President  in 
Weil  Hall  before  her  college  gradu- 
ation in  May  1948,  and  three 
months  later  I  became  the  counselor 
there.  It  was  apparent,  even  in  her 
absence,  that  she  had  been  a  dedi- 
cated student  leader.  These  same 
qualities  have  been  her  hallmark  as 
Alumni  Secretary  at  UNCG. 

Every  academic  institution  with 
strong  bonds  of  loyalty  has  a  person 
who  successfully  coordinates  the 
activities  of  the  alumni  and  pre- 
serves the  best  in  the  institution's 
heritage.  At  UNCG,  Barbara  Parrish 
has  been  that  person.  One  of  the 
areas  where  she  was  instrumental 
in  maintaining  the  best  in  our 
heritage  was  in  the  instigation  of 
the  Alumni  Teaching  Excellence 
Awards.  The  first  award,  given  in 
1964,  was  an  event  that  was  impor- 
tant to  the  whole  campus.  It  reas- 
sured the  faculty  that  good  teaching 
at  UNCG  is  encouraged,  respected, 
and  honored.  It  gave  a  signal  to 
prospective  students  and  their 
parents  that  they  would  find  an 
emphasis  on  good  teaching  at 
UNCG.  It  reassured  the  alumni  that 
the  rapidly  expanding  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  had 
not  lost  sight  of  the  individual 
student  and  our  traditional  strength 
in  good  teaching. 

Since  the  most  effective  method 
of  teaching  is  teaching  by  example, 
it  follows  that  the  effective  teacher 
must  keep  up  to  date  in  the  aca- 
demic field,  and  must  constantly 
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study  and  conduct  research  in  that 
area.  Enthusiasm  about  one's 
subject  is  a  natural  product  of 
doing  research  and  thus  contrib- 
utes to  the  expansion  of  knowl- 
edge. However,  as  UNCG  has 
grown  in  size  it  has  become 
increasingly  difficult  for  faculty 
members  to  maintain  the  delicate 
balance  between  teaching  and 
advising  on  one  hand  and  pres- 
sures to  publish  on  the  other.  The 
Alumni  Teaching  Excellence 
Awards  act  as  a  reminder  to  all  of 
us  to  maintain  that  delicate  and 
important  balance  with  adequate 
weight  given  to  our  heritage  of 
strength  in  teaching. 

Speaking  of  Barbara  ...

One  of  the  highlights  of  mv 
serving  as  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association  at  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  was 
the  opportunity  to  work  with 
Barbara  Parrish.  Her  dedication, 
innovation,  loyalty,  perseverance, 
and  her  deep  love  for  the  Univer- 
sity were  an  inspiration  to  me  and 
made  my  work  easier  and  quite 
enjoyable. 

Never  could  I  understand  how 
Barbara  could  give  so  much  extra 
time  and  expend  endless  energy  on 
alumni  affairs.  Late  hours  working 
were  a  part  of  her  Hfe.  She  was  a 
major  factor  in  stimulating  interest 
among  students  who  later  became 
active  alumni. 

Barbara  Parrish  has  made  a  dif- 
ference in  so  many  areas,  and  her 
absence  will  be  felt.  We  owe  her  a 
debt  of  gratitude  for  her  years  with 
the  Alumni  Association  as  a  true 
symbol  of  service  above  self.

Now  the  bronze  plaque  in  the 
Alumnae  Secretaries'  Garden  can 
be  completed.  Following  Keiger, 
Byrd,  and  Jester,  Barbara  Parrish's 
entry  extends  to  1989.  Congratula- 
tions, Barbara!  Your  tenure  has 
been  long,  and  I've  been  glad  to 
know  you. 

My  first  serious  contact  with  the 
Alumnae  Association  of  Woman's 
College  began  in  1964  when 
Adelaide  Holderness  '34  called  me. 
She  thought  it  would  be  nice  to 
have  a  small  garden  at  the  south 
end  of  the  Alumnae  House  to 
honor  the  secretaries  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  Woman's  College 
evolved  into  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro. 

There  had  been  a  garden  there 
sometime  before,  but  time  had 
passed  it  by  and  it  was  in  disrepair. 
1  submitted  a  sketch  to  Mrs. 
Holderness  which  she  approved; 
money  was  found;  we  purchased 
the  plants,  installed  them,  and  have 
cared  for  the  garden  ever  since.  It 
was  a  labor  of  love. 

In  keeping  with  the  building 
design,  I  thought  a  simple  Wil- 
liamsburg-type  garden  was  appro- 
priate. Azaleas  and  hollies  around 


the  periphery;  a  boxwood  hedge 
surrounding  a  bed  of  low, 
late-flowering  azaleas;  and  a 
stone-paved  walkway  were  main 
features.  As  time  passed,  the 
azaleas  in  the  central  bed  died 
because  the  ground  was  too  low 
and  drainage  poor,  but  the 
perennials  there  now  are  in 
keeping  with  the  original  concept. 
The  Lilacina  azaleas  on  the  south 
side  of  the  garden  are  growing 
well;  they  bloom  every  spring  and 
the  flowers  are  fragrant. 

Later,  Alma  Rightsell  Pinnix  '19 
talked  to  me  about  an  adjacent 
garden  area.  The  Class  of  1919 
would  celebrate  its  50th  Anniver- 
sary in  1969,  and  the  garden  would 
honor  that  class.  Financed  bv  the 
class,  the  garden  was  planted  with 
azaleas  and  evergreens.  A  table  and 
chairs  on  the  lawn  provide  a  sitting 
area  for  conversation  —  even  a 
place  for  a  brown-bag  lunch  on 
sunny  days.  A  stone  bench  marks 
the  garden. 

The  Alumni  Association  was 
helpful  in  establishing  a  garden 
area  near  Elliott  University  Center 
which  later  became  Taylor  Garden, 
named  for  Katherine  Taylor  '28, 
longtime  Dean  of  Women  at  WC. 
The  ground  plan  is  still  there  as 
well  as  many  of  the  plants  we  set 
out  originally,  but  now  it  has 
become  an  herb  garden  with  a 
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great  assortment  of  herbs.  Mercer 
Reeves  Hubbard  '35  and  members 
of  one  of  the  state  herb  associations 
were  helpful  in  establishing  this 
interesting  area  which  is  being 
looked  after  by  Carolyn  Owen  '64 
and  campus  volunteers. 

Carolyn  has  also  refurbished 
other  plantings  about  the  Alumni 
House.  She  supervised  planting  of 
the  small  garden  area  north  of  the 
House,  and  care  of  the  entire  area  is 
under  her  supervision. 

For  some  time  during  my 
tenure  as  Grounds  Superintendent 
there  was  an  Alumni  Beautification 
Fund  which  provided  money  for 
several  projects  when  state  funds 
were  not  available.  When  the  large 
parking  lot  south  of  Graham 
Building  was  constructed  with  its 
planting  islands,  this  fund  bought 
special  trees  for  the  islands  as  well 
as  the  surrounding  planting  of 
Snowdrift  crabapple  trees.  These 
trees,  especially  so  many  of  them, 
are  spectacular  in  late  March  while 
they're  in  bloom,  and  their  small 
apples  are  colorful  into  winter.  The 
Doric  maples  at  EUC  were  also 
bought  with  this  fund. 

Another  memorable  project 
funded  by  alumni  during  my 
tenure  is  the  Rose  Garden  at  the 
rear  entrance  of  the  Mossman  Ad- 
ministration Building.  Established 
in  celebration  of  the  nation's 
bicentennial  in  1976,  the  garden 
features  the  All-America  selections 
of  that  year. 

There  were  other  projects 
funded  by  alumni  but  time  and 
distance  have  erased  them  from  my 
memory  bank. 

During  the  years  when  1  could 
work  with  alumnae,  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  do  so.  The  work  was 
diversified,  and  so  thought-provok- 
ing that  I  had  to  learn  a  tremendous 
amount.  For  this  1  remain  grateful 
to  the  Alumni  Association. 


A  Long-Awaited  Welcome 

Barbara  was  the  sole  professional 
staff  member  in  the  Alumni  Office 
until  Commencement  Saturday  1968 
when  Brenda  Meadows  Cooper  '65 
was  welcomed  as  Assistant  Director 
of  Alumni  Affairs.   Brenda  was  no 
stranger  to  the  Alumni  Office  —  she 
had  been  a  student  assistant  during 
her  last  three  college  years,  includ- 
ing summers,  and  she  had  served 
on  the  Alumni  Association  Board  of 
Trustees  following  graduation 
representing  the  Class  of  1965.  Her 
work,  known  by  all  alumni,  was 
invaluable  to  Barbara  as  she  admini- 
stered the  alumni  program. 
Brenda's  specialty,  the  field  pro- 
gram, freed  Barbara  to  remain  close 
to  the  Alumni  House  to  manage 
matters  from  home. 


Alumni-Admissions  Programs 

A  degree  from  a  college  or  univer- 
sity earned  in  any  earlier  year  is  only 
as  good  as  the  one  awarded  today. 

Alumni  have  always  been  called 
upon  to  assist  in  the  identification  of 
prospective  students.  By  1961,  an 
official  partnership  between  the 
Alumnae  Office  and  the  Admissions 
Office  was  forged  which  continues 
today.   It  was  fortuitous  that  the 
Director  of  Admissions  then  was  an 
alumna:  Alice  Joyner  Irby  '54.  Five 
alumnae  in  Greensboro,  thirty 
alumnae  throughout  the  state,  and 
twenty-five  alumnae  out  of  state 
participated  in  College  Day  Programs 
on  behalf  of  the  Woman's  College, 

Alumni  involvement  has  flourished 
and  dipped  through  the  years,  but 
alumni-admissions  programs  have 
always  been  a  priority  for  Barbara 
Parrish. 


Undergraduate  Relations 

Elizabeth  Martin  Shaw  '57  called  it 
"A  program  to  win  undergraduate 
friends."  Such  was  the  plan  of  the 
Undergraduate  Relations  Committee  in 
1961-62  under  Mrs.  Shaw's  chairman- 
ship. Barbara  had  this  to  say  about  the 
Committee: 

They  are  sold  on  the  fact  that  the 
BEST  alumnae  "are  made"  while 
they  are  students  ...  that  students 
who  know  that  the  Alumnae 
Association  is  interested  in  them 
while  they  are  students  will  be  more 
interested  in  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion when  they  have  left  the  College 
and  are  alumnae  themselves. 

That  statement  could  have  been 
written  during  any  year  of  Barbara's 
tenure,  for  throughout  her  time  she  was 
committed  to  the  student  of  the  day. 

There  were  starts  and  stops  in  the 
program  through  the  years,  but 
Barbara  kept  undergraduate  relations 
on  her  plate  along  with  everything  else. 

In  the  early  1970s,  a  group  calling 
themselves  Alumni  Associates  began 
actively  participating  in  undergraduate 
programs  in  tandem  with  the  Under- 
graduate Relations  Committee.  By 
1 973  their  work  was  recognized  by  the 
Alumni  Association  and  supported  with 
an  allocation  to  hire  a  graduate 
assistant  in  charge  of  alumni-students 
activities.  Camille  Galarde  Lancaster 
'72  was  tapped  for  the  job.  She  and 
her  flock  carried  off  an  ambitious 
program  on  behalf  of  undergraduate 
students:  a  Founders  Day  birthday 
celebration  in  the  Quad,  complete  with 
a  40-foot-long  birthday  cake:  a  cham- 
pagne/blue jeans  supper  for  seniors  In 
the  Alumni  House;  an  intimate  fireside 
gathering  of  students  and  the  Vice 
Chancellor  for  Student  Affairs,  billed  "At 
Home  with  Jim  Allen";  Goodness  Day, 
a  treat  for  students  at  the  Alumni 
House;  and  a  May  Day  picnic  supper. 
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Speakmg  of  Barbara  ...

At  the  time  when  our  country 
was  emerging  from  the  Great  De- 
pression and  simultaneously 
fighting  World  War  II,  it  seemed  to 
me  that  most  everyone  ascribed  to 
the  work  ethic.  It  certainly  was 
reinforced  in  both  Barbara  and  me 
by  our  parents. 

Daddy  required  me  to  work 
afternoons  and  Saturdays  at  his 
office  which  was  located  in  East 
Durham.  One  of  my  jobs  was  to 
take  the  deposit  (which  included 
gasoline  ration  stamps)  to  the  bank 
each  day.  On  my  first  trip  to  the 
Fidelity  Bank,  East  Durham 
Branch,  there  was  Barbara  at  the 
teller  window.  Her  banker  daddy 
also  encouraged  (required?)  her  to 
work. 

Our  friendship  was  strength- 
ened through  high  school  and  our 
years  at  Woman's  College.  It  was  a 
real  coup  when  our  Alumnae 
Association  lured  Barbara  from 
Limestone  College  to  become 
Alumnae  Secretary. 

As  the  years  passed,  I  served 
with  various  Association  groups 
such  as  the  Reynolds  and  Alumni 
Scholarship  Committees  and  the 
Annual  Giving  Council.  Under 
Barbara's  tutelage,  my  service  in 
these  capacities  convinced  me  of 
the  importance  of  generous  giving 
and  the  impact  that  alumni  can 
have  in  generating  gifts  to  our  alma 
mater. 

Over  the  years,  1  have  under- 
taken some  statewide  volunteer  po- 
sitions. One  of  my  best  resources 
for  locating  talented  and  competent 
people  has  been  Barbara  and  the 
Alumni  Office.  One  call  to  Barbara 
and  I  was  given  more  names  than  I 
needed  in  any  location  in  North 
Carolina.  Sometimes  she  had  to 


consult  her  files,  but  usually  she 
could  respond  immediately.  I  feel 
sure  that  she  has  forgotten  more 
about  UNCG  alumni  than  anyone 
else  has  known  —  and  that  in- 
cludes Miss  Byrd. 

My  tenure  as  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association  was  in  the 
early  1970s.  In  retrospect  those 
years  seem  to  be  happy  and 
uncomplicated  ones.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  Alumni  Tours. 
At  first  there  seemed  to  be  some 
opposition  from  the  administra- 
tion, but  this  was  amicably 
resolved,  and  Alumni  Tours  have 
become  an  important  program  of 
the  Association.

The  most  significant  action 
taken  during  those  years  was  a 
resolution  endorsing  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment.  This  seems 
somewhat  antiquated  as  we  enter 
the  1990s,  but  at  the  time  it  was  a 
significant  and  controversial  action. 
Yet  how  could  those  nurtured  by 
Harriet  Elliott  and  Louise  Alexan- 
der have  done  otherwise? 

Throughout  my  presidency 
Barbara  discharged  her  duties  in  a 
professional,  dedicated,  conscien- 
tious, and  hardworking  manner. 
Every  event  was  perfectly  planned 
and  implemented.  There  is  no 
adequate  way  to  describe  Barbara's 
loyalty  to  and  work  for  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  University.  (I 
suppose  this  is  shades  of  East 
Durham.)  She  will  be  missed  by 
thousands  of  alumni  because  she  is 
our  link  to  the  University. 


Speaking  of  Barbara  ...

Of  all  the  programs,  projects, 
and  business  conducted,  the 
Mclver  Conference  proved  to  be 
the  most  valuable.  It  has  served 
through  the  years  to  keep  alumni 
up  to  date  with  University  pro- 
grams and  activities  and  as  a 
channel  for  communication  be- 
tween alumni  and  the  University. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the 
Alumni  Planning  Council,  under 
the  guidance  of  Barbara  Parrish, 
spent  many  hours  preparing  the 
format  and  focus  for  these  first 
three  conferences  held  during  my 
term  as  President. 

Many  changes  had  taken  place 
over  the  past  twelve  to  fifteen  years 
since  WC  became  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro.  This 
caused  a  change  in  the  perception 
of  the  University  by  the  public  as 
well  as  by  the  alumni  themselves. 

One  of  the  concerns  expressed 
was  that  the  perception  of  UNCG 
in  the  public  sector  had  changed. 
The  underlying  question  was, 
"What  is  the  UNCG  mission  now 
that  it  is  no  longer  Woman's 
College?"  The  alumni  at  that  time 
were  seeking  better  ways  to 
promote  our  quality  faculty, 
outstanding  academic  programs, 
and  service  to  the  community. 

At  Mclver  Conference,  alumni 
were  given  the  opportunity  to 
engage  in  dialogue  with  faculty, 
administration,  and  students.  Their 
mutual  hopes,  dreams,  and  con- 
cerns for  the  University  were 
shared. 

The  Mclver  Conference  contin- 
ues to  serve  both  the  alumni  and 
the  University  as  a  means  for 
excellent  communication  and  has 
been  held  each  year  in  conjunction 
with  Founders  Day.  Beginning  in 
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1989,  alumni  demand  required  that 
a  second  yearly  conference  be  held 
in  February. 

Another  concern  expressed 
during  my  presidency  was  the  lack 
of  women  in  leadership  roles  on 
campus.  These  positions  seemed  to 
have  been  forfeited  to  the  male 
students  when  co-educational 
study  began.  Chancellor  Ferguson 
responded  to  this  request  by 
naming  a  Task  Force  on  Women 
Leadership  Development.  Dr. 
Moran  continued  support  of  this 
project  when  he  became  chancellor. 
The  report  was  completed  after 
two  years  and  had  involved  many 
from  the  faculty,  administration, 
alumni,  and  students.  As  an 
outcome,  the  Women's  Center  was 
opened  and  functioned  for  several 
years.  The  program  served  a 
purpose  on  campus  by  calling  this 
need  to  the  attention  of  all  persons 
concerned. 

A  special  study  of  alumni- 
student  relations  was  made  bv  a 
committee  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Association.  The 
study  was  two-fold;  first,  the 
commuting  student-Alumni 
Association  relations  and,  second, 
the  campus  student-Alumni 
Association  relations.  The  purpose 
in  each  case  was  to  develop  closer 
ties  with  the  University.  The 
alumni  were  concerned  that  over 
one-half  the  enrollment  lived  off 
campus  and  had  very  little  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  a  spirit  of  loyalty 
and  love  for  the  University.  The 
key  question  was  how  to  get  more 
knowledgeable,  active,  and  suppor- 
tive alumni. 

In  closing,  let  me  say  that 
Barbara  Parrish  made  it  all  happen 
with  precision,  style,  wit,  and  good 
humor.  She  made  it  look  easy.  Only 
a  few  would  ever  know  the  long 
hours  of  hard  work  behind  the 
scenes  by  Barbara  and  her  staff.

Speaking  of  Barbara  ... 

Lois  Brown  Haynes  '54 
President  of  the  Alumni 
Association  1982-84 

I  was  a  trustee  from  mv  district 
in  the  early  1970s  and  my  apprecia- 
tion for  Barbara  Parrish  began  then 
I  went  on  to  become  First  Vice 
President  and  somewhere  in  that 
time  the  Board  felt,  with  Barbara's 
agreement,  that  terms  of  office 
needed  to  be  longer.  The  change 
for  three-year  trustee  terms  began 
as  did  the  one-year  President-Elect 
term  followed  by  a  two-year 
presidency. 

Somewhere  in  all  this  1  moved 
from  First  Vice 
President  to 
President  after 
Barbara  and  I 
had  lengthy  dis- 
cussions that  it 
would  not  set  a 
new  policy.  My 
five  straight  years 
on  the  Board  brought  me 
much  pleasure.  Presidents  proba- 
bly receive  credit  for  many  things 
that  we  did  not  do  —  the  working 
force  behind  the  Association  has 
always  been  Barbara.  I  have  never 
served  on  any  other  Board  that  had 
such  an  excellent  staff  to  back  it  up. 

The  Association  worked  for  a 
task  force  on  the  study  and  promo- 
tion of  women's  leadership  skills, 
and  in  1981  their  report  came  forth. 
I  felt  Barbara  was  the  push  that 
helped  the  needs  of  others  on  the 
campus  come  forth  through  this 
study.  We  were  thrilled  when,  in 
1983,  the  University  hired  its  first 
female  vice  chancellor.  Dr.  Elisa- 
beth Zinser. 

There  were  other  firsts,  too,  in 
the  early  1980s.  We  oversubscribed 
our  first  capital  campaign.  Prospec- 
tus 111;  the  Association  published

its  first  Alumni  Directory;  we  held 
the  first  Alumni  College,  "In  Search 
of  Arthur";  and  the  Women's 
Resource  Center  opened  on  cam- 
pus. Barbara's  part  in  all  of  these 
was  sometimes  in  the  background, 
but  hers  was  the  constant  force  that 
made  things  happen. 

In  1982  we  requested  of  Chan- 
cellor Moran  that  Founders  Day 
become  the  first  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber —  to  help  Mclver  Conference 
coincide  with  the  Founders  Day 
celebration.  Barbara  never  let  a 
Founders  Day  go  by  without 
putting  the  traditional  magnolia 
wreaths  on  the  graves  of  the  past 
chancellors  and  on  the  Mclver 
Statue.  Detail 
should  be  Bar- 
bara's middle 
name. 

1  well  remem- 
ber when  we 
bought  new 
chairs  for  the 
Alumni  House. 
(The  others  made  long  meetings  so 
uncomfortable.)  The  Chancellor 
matched  our  $3,000  and  thirteen 
dozen  chairs  were  ordered.  One  of 
the  few  times  I  remember  Barbara 
being  upset  was  when  the  wrong 
chairs  were  delivered,  and  we  had 
to  endure  the  waiting  process  and 
hard  seats  again. 

It  is  hard  for  me  to  imagine  the 
Alumni  House  without  Barbara. 
The  pleasure  of  working  with  her 
was  mine.  I  don't  worry  about 
replacing  Barbara  as  that  is  impos- 
sible. Since  that  will  never  be,  we 
must  get  on  with  thanking  her  for 
all  she  has  been  and  will  ever  be  to 
us  who  were  so  blessed  as  to  have 
known  and  worked  with  her.

As  I  pondered  what  I  would  say 
about  Barbara  Parrish  in  this 
space,  I  kept  asking  myself,  "How 
do  you  put  on  paper  the  person 
that  is  Barbara?"  Some  words  come 
to  mind:  constancy,  integrity, 
tradition,  dependabihty,  facihtator, 
people-person,  friend,  and  fun. 
Those  words  do  not,  however, 
paint  the  whole  portrait  of  who  she 
is. 

For  almost  thirty-five  years 
Barbara  has  represented  constancy 
to  most  of  us,  and  when  1  think  of 
the  University,  it  is  Barbara,  more 
than  anyone  else,  who  comes  to 
mind.  The  Alumni  House,  "our 
house,"  is  a  place  of  warmth, 
hospitality,  and  charm  because  of 
her,  and  Barbara,  in  her  inimitable 
way,  welcomes  each  of  us  when- 
ever we  return  to  campus.  Through 
the  years,  Barbara  has  welcomed 
and  taken  pride  in  changes  on 
campus,  but  she  has,  at  the  same 
time,  been  a  "guardian"  of  worthy 
traditions  that  preserve  the  qualitv 
and  history  of  the  University. 

It  was  Emerson  who  said,  "Our 
chief  want  in  life  is  somebody  who 
shall  make  us  do  what  we  can." 
Barbara  has  been  that  somebody 
for  me  (and  for  many  of  you,  I  am 
sure)  as  I  have  worked  with  her  in 
various  capacities  for  twenty-five 
years.  She  makes  one  feel  he/she  is 
making  an  important  contribution, 
even  if  it  is  a  worldly  task  (done  in 
love)  such  as  when  I  wrote  the 
tribute  to  Dr.  Ferguson  on  his  tenth 
anniversary  as  Chancellor  or  when 
I  served  on  his  Long-Range  Plan- 
ning Committee.  Barbara  had 
enough  confidence  in  alumni  not  to 
push  her  own  viewpoints  but 
rather  served  as  "encourager." 


Do  you  remember  when  Alumni 
Scholars  were  nominated  and 
screened  by  alumni  committees  in 
the  districts,  then  finalists  were 
invited  to  the  campus  in  Greens- 
boro for  selection?  I  served  on  one 
of  those  district  committees,  later 
chaired  it,  then  served  as  chairman 
of  the  central  committee  which 
interviewed  the  candidates  on 
campus  and  made  the  final  selec- 
tions. It  was  Barbara  and  her  staff 
who  did  the  legwork,  paving  the 
way  for  a  smooth,  successful 
operation.  She  facilitated  the 
committee  but  never  interfered  or 
tried  to  influence  the  committee's 
decisions. 

I  have  served  three  terms  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  When  I  represented 
my  district,  Barbara  helped  plan 
several  successful  meetings  in  our 
area,  bringing  along  her  special 
brand  of  humor,  hospitality,  and 
innate  good  sense 
of  what  was  ap- 
propriate. When  1 
was    First    Vice 
President  of  the 
Board,  I  chaired 
the  Alumni  Plan- 
ning Council 
which,  among 
other  things,  plans

to  appreciate  Barbara  most.  Two 
words  describe  my  term  of  office: 
upheaveal  and  endurance.  There 
was  never  an  opportunity  to  do 
innovative  things,  to  consider  new 
ideas  from  staff,  or  to  do  long- 
range  planning  based  on  surveys. 
When  I  was  elected  President,  I 
naively  thought  that  it  would  be  a 
time  of  harmony,  with  the  usual 
decision-making  and  some  "offi- 
cial" duties.  Little  did  I  realize  that 
we  were  about  to  enter  a  new  era, 
the  most  difficult  and  stressful  in 
the  life  of  the  Alumni  Association.  "• 
Through  it  all,  Barbara  was  there 
like  a  rock,  never  failing  us  in  our 
needs  and  expectations. 

For  several  years  before  my 
tenure,  an  uneasy  relationship  had 
existed  between  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation and  the  University.  The  mu- 
tually unsatisfactory  relationship 
had  deteriorated  in  the  preceding 
mimths,  exacerbated  by  an  admin- 
istrative change 
and  different 
management 
style  in  the  Office 
of  Development 


the  Mclver  Conferences.  For  three 
years  I  had  opportunities  to 
observe  and  experience  what  goes 
on  in  the  "daily  grind"  of  the 
Alumni  Office.  I  soon  learned  that 
the  committee  had  the  fun  of 
planning,  dreaming,  and  thinking 
up  all  kinds  of  difficult  assign- 
ments, but  it  was  Barbara  and  her 
staff  who  did  the  work,  pulling 
everything  together.  The  results 
have  been  splendid,  a  source  of 
pride  for  both  the  alumni  and  the 
University. 

It  was,  however,  when  I  served 
as  President-elect  and  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association  that  I  came 


and  University 
Relations,  until  it 
had  reached  a 
point  of  serious 
misunderstand- 
ing and  mistrust.  Executive  deci- 
sions which  affected  alumni 
budget,  publications,  personnel, 
records,  and  the  Alumni  House 
were  made  arbitrarily.  The  Board 
of  the  Alumni  Association  was 
caught  off  guard,  and  Barbara  and 
her  staff  were  caught  in  the  middle. 

I  appointed  a  committee  of 
alumni  to  examine  the  questions 
raised  by  the  administrative 
actions,  to  review  how  we  got  to 
where  we  are  today  as  an  Associa- 
tion (our  history),  and  to  articulate 
our  preferences  and  positions 
related  to  the  issues.  I  chaired  the 
committee  of  six  (with  twenty 
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additional  alumni  on  subcommit- 
tees), and  we  worked  for  about 
eighteen  months,  producing  a  124- 
page  document  which  told  our 
history  and  stated  our  positions  on 
five  key  issues.  You  cannot  imag- 
ine the  stress,  professionally  and 
personally,  (and  increase  in  their 
already  heavy  workloads)  that  this 
unhappy  situation  put  on  Barbara 
and  her  staff.  The  onlv  thing  that 
kept  Barbara  from  resigning  in 
early  1986  (and  several  times  later) 
was  her  sense  of  loyalty  and  the 
urging  of  alumni  officers  to  see  us 
through  to  a  time  of  agreement 
with  the  University.  It  was  Bar- 
bara's expectation,  and  my  earnest 
desire  and  intention,  that  we 
would  reach  an  agreement  with 
the  University  before  mv  term  of 
office  ended  in  June  1988,  but  it 
was  not  to  be.  It  is  important  that 
you  know  what  Barbara  has 
endured  on  our  behalf  and  that 
you  know  how  verv  much  we  as 
alumni  owe  her. 

There  is,  of  course,  more  to  this 
many-faceted  personalitv  that  is 
Barbara  than  what  I  have  shared. 
She  is,  above  all,  a  "people  per- 
son." I  have  learned  in  life  that  it 
doesn't  matter  how  efficient,  how 
loyal,  or  how  energetic  a  person  is, 
if  one  is  not  people-sensitive,  one 
won't  be  fullv  productive  or 
totally  successful.  Barbara  makes 
all  of  us  feel,  and  know,  that  she  is 
interested  in  us,  our  families,  our 
work,  and  our  activities.  She 
always  asks  about  them,  then  pays 
the  supreme  compliment  of 
remembering  what  we  have  told 
her.  Can  you  imagine  the  number 
of  grandchildren  stories  she  has 
heard  and  the  pictures  she  has 
admired?  And  she,  who  doesn't 
like  to  travel,  is  always  interested 
in  our  travels. 


Barbara  is  renowned  for  her 
thoughtfulness  and  gracious 
entertaining,  and  I  have  exper- 
ienced my  share  of  both.  She  is 
creative  and  clever  in  whatever  she 
does.  If  you  have  ever  attended  an 
event  in  the  Alumni  House,  you 
are  aware  of  her  talents.  Opening  a 
Christmas  gift  from  her  is  like 
reliving  a  Christmas  stocking  from 
one's  childhood. 

Barbara  is  fun  to  be  with, 
whether  it's  sharing  lunch  or 
dinner  (not  breakfast  with  Bar- 
bara!), going  to  Yum  Yum's, 
making  a  visit  to  her  surprisingly 
neat  house  (not  like  her  office),  or 
driving  on  Founders  Dav  to  lav 


wreaths  on  the  graves  of 
Dr.  Mclver,  our  beloved  Dr. 
Jackson,  and  other  Chancellors- 
past.  The  specifics  of  many  occa- 
sions involving  Barbara  have  been 
lost  in  my  memory,  but  the  essence 
of  the  occasions  and  the  happy 
association  lingers. 

Barbara  doesn't  want  praise 
and  is,  in  fact,  embarrassed  by  it. 
Shakespeare,  however,  said, 
"Praising  what  is  lost  to  us  makes 
the  remembrance  dear."  So  forgive 
me,  Barbara,  but  I  need  to  say, 
"Thanks.  The  legacy  you  leave  has 
been  and  is  dear  to  us.  Go  in  peace. 
We  love  you."

No  one  was  surprised,  except 
Barbara  Parrish,  when  she  was 
honored  with  the  Gladys  Strawn 
Bullard  Award  in  1987. 

The  award,  named  for  the 
former  Alumni  President,  annually 
recognizes  a  member  of  the 
faculty/staff  and  a  student. 

At  the  Founders  Day  dinner 
Chancellor  Moran  presented 
Barbara  with  the  award,  citing  her 
devotion  to  her  alma  mater  and 
service  to  UNCG  alumni.  He  made 
note  of  the  "Parrish  touch"  at  alumni 
events  and  her  efforts  in  maintain- 
ing campus  traditions. 

"Over  the  years,  it  has  been  her 
job  to  serve  alumni,  but  few  alumni 
secretaries  have  carried  out  that 
service  in  the  dedicated  and 
personal  way  that  Barbara  has," 
Chancellor  Moran  said.  "Such  a 
record  of  success  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  University  and  its 
more  than  50,000  alumni  speaks  for 
itself." 
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Speaking  of  Barbara  ...

As  I  try  to  focus  on  Barbara 
Parrish,  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  my  term  as  current  Association 
President  (as  well  as  two  previous 
terms  as  a  trustee),  clouds  of 
emotions  and  memories  crowd  my 
consciousness.  How  can  these  be 
distilled  into  a  coherent,  meaning- 
ful statement?  Perhaps  the  only 
way  is  to  focus  on  one  aspect  of  the 
picture  while  acknowledging  the 
many  other  elements  of  Barbara's 
contributions  to  us  and  to  the 
University.  And  so  I  would  like  to 
emphasize  Barbara's  work  with  the 
younger  alumni. 

Those  of  us  who  attended 
UNCG  before  the  1970s  had  a  very 
different  experience  from  those 
who  have  attended  in  recent  times. 
Graduating  classes  are  now  num- 
bered in  the  thousands,  not  hun- 
dreds. Loyalty  does  not  center 
around  one's  class  but  instead 
around  one's  major,  fraternity,  or 
special  interest  group.  Since  over 
half  of  the  current  student  body 
lives  off  campus,  the  dormitory 
experience  is  no  longer  a  tie  shared 
by  all. 

Yet  in  spite  of  differences,  we 
are  all  alumni  of  this  special  place. 
It  has  shaped  and  influenced  all  of 
our  lives.  The  larger  loyalty  is 
shared  by  alumni,  whenever  they 
pass  this  way.  How  can  the  Alumni 
Association  respond  to  the  differ- 
ent elements  of  the  loyalty  we  all 
feel?  This  is  the  challenge  faced  by 
all  alumni  associations  today.  In 
our  case,  the  changes  are  larger  and 
deeper  than  those  at  institutions 
that  have  remained  much  the  same. 

Throughout  her  time  as  UNCG 
Alumni  Secretary,  Barbara  Parrish 
has  stayed  in  touch  with  the 


reality  of  these  changes.  She  has 
attempted  to  keep  alumni  of  earlier 
eras  aware  of  the  changes  in  the 
alumni  body.  And  she  has  led  the 
Association  in  working  with  the 
newer  groups.  For  example,  she 
has  worked  with  the  classes  of  the 
last  fifteen  years  as  they  have  held 
their  reunions  at  Homecoming  in 
October  rather  than  at  the  time  of 
Commencement  in  May.  She  has 
worked  closely  with  and  been 
supportive  of  the  Black  Alumni 
Council  (a  constituent  group  of  the 
larger  Association)  in  its  many 
meaningful  activities.  She  has 
encouraged  and  supported  depart- 
ments of  the  University  as  they 
have  held  events  for  their  alumni. 
And  this  year,  even  as  her  term  of 
office  was  ending,  she  worked  with 
the  young  alumni  in  the  Greens- 
boro area  and  elsewhere  as  they 
held  events  of  particular  interest  to 
them  —  a  chili  supper  before  the 
first  basketball  game  and  a  day  trip 
at  Christmas  to  the  Biltmore  House 
and  Grove  Park  Inn  in  Asheville. 

Many  more  of  Barbara's  contri- 
butions need  to  be  at  least  men- 
tioned: her  sincere  interest  and 
rapport  with  our  oldest  alumni,  her 
devoted  work  with  and  protection 
of  our  Alumni  House,  the 
enormous  knowledge  she  has  of 
alumni  across  the  state  and  beyond 
that  is  constantly  used  in  support 
of  the  University,  her  dedication  to 
keeping  alive  the  heritage  and 
traditions  that  have  made  this  a 
great  University,  the  many  innova- 
tive details  she  adds  to  every 
alumni  event  that  makes  it  special 
—  I  could  go  on  and  on. 

I  can  only  say  from  the  bottom 
of  mv  heart  —  Barbara,  thank  vou! 


Organized  Chaos

The  Environmental  Awareness 
Foundation,  a  newly  formed 
student  group,  publishes  the  only 
campus  newsletter  printed  on 
recycled  paper.  "Everything  that  is 
recycled,"  declared  a  recent  issue, 
"brings  us  a  little  closer  to  saving 
our  planet." 

The  fledgling  organization, 
calling  themselves  E.A.F.  for  short, 
has  rounded  up  a  significant 
following  of  supporters.  Over  a 
hundred  students  and  good 
handful  of  faculty  and  staff  have 
been  active  this  academic  year. 

Committed  to  the  preservation 
of  natural  resources  and  the 
promotion  of  energy  conservation, 
E.A.F.  meets  regularly  for  strategy 
planning,  lectures,  and  open 
discussions  on  environmental 
issues.  They  have  launched  an 


education  program  on  campus, 
and  they  participate  in  community 
activities  that  promote  conser- 
vation and  recycling.  Dr.  Paul 
Lutz  of  the  biology  department  is 
the  faculty  advisor. 

One  of  E.A.F.'s  most  visible 
projects  is  the  recvcling  of  drink 
cans.  The  group  placed  special 
containers  throughout  the  campus 
—  in  residence  halls,  classroom 
buildings,  and  Elliott  Center  —  for 
collecting  aluminum  and  steel 
cans.  Every  Sunday  at  4  pm, 
E.A.F.  members  meet  to  empty  the 
containers,  crush  the  cans,  and 
prepare  deliverv  to  a  recycling 
center. 

Plans  are  in  the  works  for  a 
campus  recycling  station,  and 
E.A.F.  members  have  secured  a 
storage  trailer  from  which  they 


hope  to  operate.  This  will  be  a 
depository  for  glass,  paper,  plastic^ 
cans,  and  other  recyclable 
materials. 

E.A.F.'s  spring  activities  will 
center  around  Earth  Day,  April  22, 
1990.  Members  are  working  with  a 
University  committee  to  plan  the 
Earth  Dav  celebration  and  other 
activities  to  take  place  throughout 
the  preceding  week.  One  special 
project  will  be  an  audit  of  the 
campus  on  such  matters  as  energy 
conservation,  hazardous  wastes, 
and  recycling  efforts.

In  this  dav  and  age  of  career 
specialization,  UNCG  offers  a 
graduate  program  for  people  who 
want  some  answers  about  our 
culture  and  their  place  within  it. 
The  Master  of  Arts  in  Liberal 
Studies  course  work  permits 
individually  designed  programs 
and  encourages  study  across 
traditional  academic  disciplines 
with  emphasis  on  a  cross-cultural 
approach  to  the  humanities,  social 
sciences,  and  sciences. 

The  MALS  program  challenges 
critical  thinking  —  both  the 
students'  and  the  professors'.  Its 
interdisciplinary  seminars  explore 
provocative  realms  of  study  rarely 
addressed  by  traditional  programs. 
Core  courses  involve  not  just  the 
text,  but  the  context  of  Western 
civilization.  All  the  participants 
agree  that  the  program  stretches 
the  mind  and  enriches  one's  life. 

Adults  can  take  one  course  each 
fall  and  spring  semester  and  one  or 
two  during  summer  session  and 
not  disrupt  their  career  progress. 
By  enrolling  in  this  part-time 
program,  the  MALS  degree  can  be 
completed  in  three  to  three  and  a 
half  years.  It  is  concluded  with  a 
thesis  tor  a  total  of  thirtv-three 
credits.

Hunger  affects  us  all 

The  statue  of  a  confederate 
soldier  still  zmtches  over  the 
stately  Old  County  Courthouse 
in  Yanceyville.  A  century  ago, 
tobacco  was  "king"  and  times 
were  prosperous.  Today, 
however,  Caswell  County  is 
considered  to  be  "severely  eco- 
nomically disadvantaged."  But 
Food  Management  magazine 
found  Lib  Parker McPherson 
'51  in  the  town  of  2, 100  and 
named  her  its  1989  Humanitar- 
ian Service  Award  winner.  The 
award  honors  individuals  in  the 
food  service  industry  who 
generously  give  of  their  time , 
their  talents,  arid  their  energies 
to  battle  hunger  among  the 
poor. 

She's  director  of  a  child 
nutrition  program  that  serves 
the  Casu'ell  County  Schools.

Great  changes  are  occurring  in 
the  life  of  our  UNCG  Alumni 
Association.  Changes  in  personnel 
as  well  as  changes  in  our 
relationship  with  the  University 
are  taking  place  with  great 
rapidity.  The  most  recent  issue  of 
Alumni  Neios  and  the  letter  to  you 
from  the  Association's  Board  of 
Trustees  gave  information  on  our 
difficulties  with  Chancellor  Moran. 
This  column's  purpose  is  to  give 
you  information  on  personnel 
changes  which  will  greatly 
influence  the  daily  life  and  future 
course  of  the  Administration. 

As  a  result  of  the  resignation  of 
Barbara  Parrish,  the  position  of 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  is  open. 
This  position  has  always  included 
the  role  of  Executive  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  it  is  our 
assumption  that  this  will  continue 
in  spite  of  the  restructuring 
required  by  the  Chancellor.  We  are 
truly  fortunate  that  Brenda 
Meadows  Cooper  '65  has  been 
appointed  to  the  post  of  Acting 
Director.  Brenda  has  served  as 
Associate  Director  since  1968  and 
has  been  Barbara  Parrish's  right 
arm.  She  personally  knows  and 
has  worked  with  hundreds  of 
alumni,  relating  well  both  to  us 
and  the  University  staff.  Her  warm 
personality  and  tireless  efforts 
have  made  area  meetings,  alumni 
trips,  and  other  events  very 
special.  The  continuity  she  brings 
to  the  position  of  Acting  Director 
gives  us  renewed  confidence  in  the 
future  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

The  position  of  Director  of 
Alumni  Affairs  is  critical.  The 
position  description  proposed  (and 
viewed  as  in  effect)  by  Chancellor 
Moran  removes  any  direct 


relationship  between  the  Director 
and  the  Alumni  Association.  The 
Association  maintains  that  there 
must  be  linkage  between  it  and  the 
Director.  It  has  been  the 
Association's  desire  that  through 
an  outside  mediation  process  a 
solution  could  be  worked  out  that 
meets  the  needs  of  both  the 
Association  and  the  Chancellor. 
The  prospects  for  this  seem  bleak 
at  this  time. 

In  1987-88  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  of  the  Association 
chaired  by  then-president  Cathy 
Stewart  Vaughn  '49  did  an  in- 
depth  study  of  the  Association  and 
its  relations  with  the  University.  Its 
report  was  adopted  unanimously 
by  the  Alumni  Board.  It  included  a 
study  of  the  Office  of  Alumni 
Affairs  and  alumni  staff.  Several 
quotations  from  the  position 
description  for  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs  contained  in  the  Ad  Hoc 
Report  are  pertinent: 

I.  Basic  Commitment 

This  position  calls  for  a 
commitment  to  the  Alumni 
Association  of  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  and 
to  the  goals  and  purposes  of  the 
Association,  for  a  commitment  to 
The  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro  and  its  welfare,  and 
for  a  commitment  to  an  effective 
and  harmonious  relationship 
between  the  Association  and  the 
University. 

II.  Purpose  of  the  Position 

This  position  exists  to  provide 
for  overall  supervision  of  activities 
and  programs  related  to  the 
alumni  of  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Greensboro,  for  overall 
supervision  of  staff  in  the  Alumni 
Office,  for  coordination  and 


supervision  of  work  and  services 
performed  by  volunteers  who 
make  up  the  Alumni  Association 
and  its  officers,  for  linkage 
between  the  University  and  the 
Alumni  Association,  and  for 
building  interest  among  alumni  for 
support  of  the  University.

President  on  July  28,  1989,  he 
stated 

I  am  quite  agreeable  in  principle 
to  the  idea  that  the  next  Director 
should  have  the  endorsement  of  the 
Association  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor  —  but  that  cannot 
mean  literally  that  the  Chancellor 
could  not  appoint  a  Director 
(leaving  the  Office  rudderless)  if  tlic 
Association  and  Vice  Chancellor 
failed  to  reach  agreement  on  a  good 
candidate. 

We  trust  the  Chancellor  will 
keep  faith  with  his  assurances. 

Because  of  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Bernie  Keele  last  summer,  the 
position  of  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Development  and  University 
Relations  is  also  open.  As 
previously  mentioned,  Audrey 
Stone  is  now  the  Acting  Vice 
Chancellor.  This  position  is  of 
great  importance  to  the  Alumni 


Association  because  the  Director  of 
Alumni  Affairs  in  the  University 
structure  set  up  by  Chancellor 
Moran  reports  to  (i.e.,  is 
responsible  to)  this  vice  chancellor. 
Of  course  the  Association, 
composed  of  unpaid  volunteers,  is 
not  under  any  division  or  vice 
chancellor. 

A  search  committee  currently  is 
at  work  on  the  replacement 
process.  Carol  Furey  Matney  '63  of 
Asheboro,  NC,  a  recent  Alumni 
Board  and  Executive  Committee 
member,  represents  the  Associa- 
tion on  this  four-member  commit- 
tee. We  understand  the  process  is 
well  under  way.  It  is  our  sincere 
hope  that  the  new  Vice  Chancellor 
will  have  extensive  knowledge  of 
and  high  regard  for  the  role  of 
alumni  associations  in  the  life  of  a 
university.  Structures  only  work 
well  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual 
respect,  understanding,  and  trust. 

The  Chinese  character  for  crisis 
is  composed  of  two  other  charac- 
ters, the  one  for  danger  and  the 
one  for  opportunity.  Your  Alumni 
Board  knows  that  the  current  crisis 
situation  in  which  it  finds  itself 
definitely  has  elements  of  danger 
and  of  opportunity.  We  pledge  to 
you,  our  members,  that  we  will 
strive  to  overcome  the  current 
dangers  and  use  our  opportunities 
to  maintain  our  integrity  and 
viability  as  an  Association  in 
service  to  you  and  to  The  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Greens- 
boro. We  may  yet  survive  the 
present  crisis.
